Ag Curiculum 
Changes Coming 

Changes in the UTMB Gen¬ 
eral Agriculture curriculum 
are advancing to the point where 
something definite will soon 
be announced for the forth¬ 
coming college year. 

Dr. N. D. Peacock, dean of 
resident instruction, U-T Knox¬ 
ville, conferred with theagfac- 
ulty here Feb. 15. Dean 
Peacock discussed all the re¬ 
commended changes, and he and 
his assistants familiarized 
themselves with the proposed 
new course contents. 

They indicated they were 
favorably impressed by the 
freshman and sophomore year 
changes, but they suggested 
a coujilo of changes in the 
sophomore year. They did 
not see it particularly ad¬ 
vantageous to consider adoption 
of the upper division work for 
this next year. 

Changes in the first two 
years are being processed both 
locally and at Knoxville. The 
agriculture staff is refining its 
ideas that resulted from the past 
year’s self study. The plans 
have been approved locally and 
have been submitted to Knox¬ 
ville. At present, the goal 
is for adoption and admission 
of the changes in upper and 
lower division work to be done 
simultaneously. 

Effective initiation of the 
upper division work appears not 
in the immediate future. Ap¬ 
parently it is the goal at pre¬ 
sent to effect the lower 
division changes in fall of 1963 
and the upper division in fall 
of 1964.

To: Editor, The Volette: 

Your recent editorial en¬ 
titled "Our Students are 
Mature” was taped to my office 
door last week, the implication 
being that it was I who made 
the statement that “UTMB stu¬ 
dents are not intellectually 
mature enough for the lecture of 
Jesse Hill Ford,” To set the 
record straight, I did not make 
this statement. On the other 
hand, unlike the editors of "The 
Volette,” I am afraid I cannot 
disagree with it, as vehemently 
as they did. 

Intellectual maturity is cer¬ 
tainly not an easy word to de¬ 
fine, but several indications 
which I have encountered in my 
brief time at UTMB indicate that 
it is not as omnipresent as 
the editors suppose. For ex¬ 
ample, among a class of sopho¬ 
mores over thirty percent of 
the papers turned in contained 
plagiarized passages and pages. 
In three or four cases, the entire 
paper was copied verbatim from 
a critical work. This is not 
intellectual maturity. 

For example I have heard 
it voiced by several Instructors 
that their students do not use 
the library enough—particul¬ 
arly the scientific journals— 
and the librarians have been 
heard to voice the same com¬ 
plaint, In my own case, al¬ 
though students come to see 
me every day witli questioris, 
iioi one has yet to ask me where 
they could get further in¬ 
formation on a subject under 
discussion. A favorite question 
is, “Do we have to know this?” 
This is not Intellectual 
maturity. 

For example, I have noticed 
that even the best students are 
in the practice of carefully se¬ 
lecting their instructors—being 
careful to always avoid the

Enrollment Up 
Spring Quarter 

Total enrollment for the 
spring quarter is approximately 
100 less than winter quarter as 
of March 21, according to Mrs. 
Myrtle H. Phillips, registrar. 

This quarter there are ap¬ 
proximately 1180 stildents en¬ 
rolled compared to 1295 
students last quarter, and 
1,067 spring quarter a year ago. 

The Education Department 
again leads in the number of 
students enrolled with 409 stu¬ 
dents. Following the Education 
Department, the Business Ad¬ 
ministration Department had 
184 students. Next in line is 
the Engineering Department 
which has 173 students. The 
Agriculture Department and the 
Liberal Arts Department are 
tied in fourth place with 161 
students each. Total enrollment 
in the Home Economics De¬ 
partment is 104. 

The total numter of male 
students is 769, and the total 
number of female students is 
410.
